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On 12 March, the Panzer Kaserne in Tine appeared to be occupied aa previously. 
Several groups of soldiers and 2 T—34 tanks were seen in the field* 3 

3* ^ orn l n g on 15 March, 12 x $5-mm AT guns were detrained at the Gera 

railroad station, lescving for Reuss Kaserne. In the evening on the same day, 

12 x 8 5 -mm to 100-mm AT guns were shipped to the Gera Railroad station and 
were entrained.2 On 15 March, the Reuss Kaserne, in spite of the departure of 
troops, was occupied by an estimated 600 troops wearing red-bordered black 
epaulets. Source learned that the leaving troops had not yet transferred to 
a troop training grounds, and that they ‘were expected to return on 16 March* 1 
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
